BURNING UP CUKRENCY 


An Ottawa despatch says:— 

The department of finance has 
been burning up much money of 
late in the work of cleaning up the 
currency. ‘The circulation has been 
rid of a very Jarge number of bills 
this year. The figures of the de- 
purtuent show a large increase in 
the number of dirty bills turned in 
and destroyed. During the year of 
1911-12 there were destroyed $8,50- 
6,832 in one dollar bills and $5,63- 
8,616 in twos, ‘This year the clean- 
ing process has produced much 
greater proportionate results. 

During the period from April 30 
to August 31, 1911, there were $3,- 
479,828 in ones and $2,230,136 in 
During the corresponding 
period this year there have been 
cancelled and destroyed $4,312,177 
in ones and $8,141,102 in -twos, 
The old bills are redeemed at the 
offices of the district receiver general 
in Halifax, St. John, Charlotte- 
town, Montreal, Toronto, Winnipeg 
and Vancouver. Thay are mutilat- 
ed und forwarded weekly to the 
comptroller of the currency. The 
bills are then examined, checked, 
bundled, rechecked by the audit 
branch and then burned.

In a bulletin on lusects which do se 
tious damage to the apple the United 
Stutes department of agriculture trents 
of the lesser apple worm. The tarvue, 
it says, do not reach full development 
us early to the full as those of the cod 
ling moth and may “tind their way to 
barrels with the fruit, where they con- 
tinue to feed, often doing cousiderable 
damage.

beet pulp, especially when fresh roots 
were not available. Her grain ration 
from the first was gradually increased 
to twenty-five pounds or a little more, 
but later reduced to as low as nine 
pounds per day. 

As near as can be estimated, the av- 
erage amount of grain fed was twelve 
or fourteen pounds daily. She also re- 


| ceived, when it was available, green 


corn with the stalks and also green 
clover and any other green feed that 
might be available, including feed 
from the pasture. 

A cow of fair qualities produces four 
gallons of milk daily. She is not worth 


| keeping for a dairy unless she will do 


this, and remember it takes no more 


| feed, room or labor for one giving five 
| gallons than for one giving three or 


four. 

This reasoning applies with equal 
force to other kinds of stock, but more 
particularly horses and swine. It re- 
quires only a little intelligent care in 
selection to raise a horse that will bring 
$250 to $500, whereas $150 to $200 is 
the price of an ordinary animal. The 
feed bill {s not a dollar more, 

In raising cows breeding and selec- 
tion will produce animals that will 
earn $100 to $150 a year or that will 
sell for $100 to $500, while the indif- 
ferent kind are worth next to nothing. 

There is the same difference in breed- 
ing hogs. The gain comes chiefly after 
the owner has produced something a 
little better than ordinary. This truism 
applies to poultry, fruit and farming 
generally.

elituce to do their test: They were fed 
Wheat middiings, mitk aud scraps from 
the table, in addition to the pusture 
they gathered They were grade 

‘hester Whites, tarrowed in April. 
These two pigs dressed between 150 
and 175 pounds each when about seven 
mouths old. 

The pigs that bad not been sold and 
out of the same litter were allowed to 
run on pasture, and when corn was 
ready to feed they were fed enough 
corn to put them in pork condition, 
but when slaughtered at about the 
same time as the other two they only 
weighed sixty-five to seventy pounds 
each. There was a difference of nearly 
100 pounds between these well fed 
hogs and their mates not so fed, and 
it was wholly due to different treat- 
ments, It is easy to see which was the 
more economical pork producer—the 
well cared for hog or the one which 
got enough feed to barely live until 
fattening time. The difference in value 
was almost $10, as pork sold at 10 
cents a pound here last fall. The two 
well cared for hogs did not eat near 
$10 worth of feed from the time they 
were separated from their mates until 
they were slaughtered.

Is to be Broken 


All Trans-Pacifie records are 
expected to be broken when the 
Canadian Pacifie Railway puts into 
service its two new steamships the 

“Empress of Russia!’ and the’’Em- 
press of Asia.’’ The “Empresa od 
Russia’? was launched a couple of 
weeks ago at the yards ef the Fair- 
field Shipbuilding and Engineering 
Company at Glasgow, Scotland,and 
asa result, will be the first of the 
two new vessels to feel the swells of 
the Pacific. In the meantime, while 
the vessel is being completed, much 
discussion heard among traflic 
men as to just what effect the two 
hew boats will have on 
Canadian Pacifie ofii- 
cials themselves believe that the 
troduction of the new boats into the 
service between Canada and the Or- 
ient will mark a new epoch in traf- 
fic on the Pacific. Certain it is, 
however,that whatever other results 
are felt, all present records for fast 
voyagés between Canada and Japan 
will be considerably lowered. The 
‘‘ Empress of Japan’’ at present has 
the record for the fastest voyage 
across the Pacific, having made the 
distance between Vancouver and 
Yokohama in 10 days,10 hours and 
4 minutes, and between Vancouver
